EVS 6.0.0.0 is considered an optical scan voting system. The voting system is comprised
of ElectionWare software with the ExpressVote universal voting device, DS850 &
DS450 central tabulator, and DS200 precinct tabulator.

ES&S wants to certify the full functionality of all the ElectionWare software, the
ExpressVote, DS850, DS450, and DS200 listed above.

EVS 6.0.0.0 is a modification to the currently state certified EVS 5.2.2.0 voting system.
The EVS 6.0.0.0 voting system adds a new reporting module in Electionware, effectively
integrating the functionality of Election Reporting Manager (ERM) with customized
results reports and exports, as well as the ability to review and adjudicate scanned
images of voted ballots, and manage write-ins.

Is the system certified or used in other states? (Which states?).
On April 30, 2018 EVS 6.0.0.0 was certified in the state of Utah. While no other
states have this system yet certified, many are in the process of undergoing state
certification.

Does the system comply with Washington state law, including the ability to handle Washington’s

handling split precincts.
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
